"Every one of the 25. million 
men, women, and children now 
on the benefit rolls will receive 
the'incrcase automatically," Rob- 
ert M. Ball, Commissioner of So- 
cial Security, said. 

"The first- regular check in the 
new amount," Commissioner Ball 
said, "will arrive April 3, the 
usual day for delivery of benefit 
checks covering payments for 
the month of March," 
, A separate check in the amount 
of, the benefit increase for the 
months of January and February 
will reach Beneficiaries later in 
April, probably during the week 
of April, 20. • 

Refiguring the benefit amounts

- A simple way to prepare fish 
is to poach it on top of/ the 
range. Place fish portion in a 
saucepan of salted hob water 
(enough to cover flsh», and 
bring to a. very gentle boll. Re- 
duce, heat immediately and 
simmer for about 5 to 8 min- 
utes oruntil fish is flaky. Care- 
fully lift fish out of the liquid 
and serve with • lemon wedge 
or vinegar. You may use cod, 
haddock or fillet of sole. I rec- 
ommend a 6 oz. portion for 
women, and 8. oz. portion for

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STEAMED FISH A LA CHIN 

( Chinese Style)., > J 
Wash and dry. fish flilets, Rub 
tops and bottoms of flilets with 
2 tablespoons Toil: jUsc-a P" -or 
10": glass^pie plate, depending 
upon how' many pieces of fish 
you are using. Grease .bottom 



"of'ple plate with soybean or 
vegetable oil. Place greased fish 
fillets in pie plate. If fresh 
ginger is. available, chop into 
small size pieces, sprinkle even- 
ly over greased fillet*. If ginger. 
Is not available, use black pep- 
per, ■■ ■ : 

Be sure to have fleh spread 
out evenly in pan,' so that the 
flilets do not touch. Bring water 
in a saucepan to'a boll. Be sura' 
it is large enough to hold a 
perforated steaming, rack, on 
top. of which the fish flilets are 
placed. Cover, the pie plate and 
allow the fillet to steam. 

After fish, has .been, steaming 
for about four minutes, spread ' 
chopped' ec alllons evenly over 
the fillets. Cover again and al- 
low to steam for another min- 
ute, (total steaming time about ' 
5 minutes) . Serve while hot.

1 lb. scallops, 1, tablespoon 
lemon juice, % cups fresh pine- 
apple chunks, 1 green pepper. .

salt; pepper and paprika Put 
scallops in bowl, add lemon 
juice and stir to coat. Marinate 
30 'minutes, then drain. Thread 
scallops alternately on 6 skew- 
ers with pineapple, green pep- 
per, (which has been cut into 
chunks*, and tomatoes. Broil 
about 8 minutes; do not turn. 
Sprinkle with seasonings.'
